merOOlL REPORT. 


Respectfully supmitted to the citizens of Wakefield, by the 
Superintending School Committee. 


In the progress of education the different nations of the earth 
are advancing toward a higher destination. Amid their mighty 
resolutions they have met together, in more friendly consultations, 
and in repeated exhibitions of their renowned achievements ; and, 
while thus reviewing the wonders of the world, they have had some 
special regard to their educational interests. 

At their late exhibition in Paris, France, our New England sys- 
tem of schools was again examined, and received new commen- 
dations. There was a deepening interest manifested, not only in 
acquiring a knowledge of new inventions, and of the progress of 
the useful arts, but a knowledge of the best methods to communi- 
cate all kinds of useful knowledge. A new wave of influence was 
started, that has reached all the nations, and arrested the at- 
tention of some who were most heavily oppressed with the leaden 
weight of ignorance and superstition. 

In our own nation financial embarrassments have had a depress- 
ing effect upon every good enterprise. ‘hey may have occasioned 
some abatement in the wages of teachers in the larger cities, but 
they have not occasioned any essential abatement in a well sus- 
tained interest in all the departments of education. In our col- 
leges and seminaries and schools we have well armed and efficient 

forces stationed to meet the assault of every foe that visits the pro- 
gress of light and truth. They have received, we think, an unusual 
number of legacies the past year, and have performed their vari- 
ous operations successfully. 

In the states where the freedmen are with educational advan- 
tages, the institutions that are under the care of the A. M. Associa- 
tion are represented as,in a prosperous condition, A very com- 
petent witness, who has recently reviewed them, speaks of their 

advancement with admiration. He refers to the University at 
Atlanta, Ga., and other chartered institutions, as under the care of

male teachers, in part, accredits to lady teachers the lar gest amount 
of work in their Colleges and Normal and High Schdols. He wit- 
nessed their patience and tact, and heroism in active service, and 
testifies that our country will never know its debt tothese patriotic 
women.” 


The work committed to such agences, and carried forward 
with such selfdenying and noble purpose, is worthy of the admira- 
tion of every christian philanthropist. It is now extending the 
enlightening influence these schools give to many thousands ; and 
yet there are millions of the oppressed for whom instruction must 
be provided. 


The Granite State has sustained an honorable relation to the 
cause of education in her past history. Her colleges and schools 
of different grades are now generally in a flourishing state. She has 
furnished a good supply of teachers, that are performing a very 
useful service at home and abroad. Some of these teachers, we 
think, have magnified their office during the past year. ‘Those 
connected with the Normal Teachers’ Institute in this and other 
states, appointed their covention on the White Mountains. A large 
number of distinguished gentlemen and lady teachers met there, 
and enjoyed a meeting of special interest. What new discoveries 
they made in natural science in the fastnesses of the mountains, or, 
what new methods of teaching and governing they devised in their 
elaborate and familiar discussions, we have not learned. ‘They 
had some sublime views, but whether they ascended above the 
clouds, we are not informed. We are assured that they returned 
from their researches with invigorated strength for their noble work, 
and that they have appointed another convention of the HRS pela | 
during the present year, in the same location. 


May such aspirers after all that is true and useful in the teach- 
er’s art, and all that is sublime and beautiful in the Creator’s works, 
as they stand once more upon the hights of the mountains, be en- 
abled to ascend higher up toward the sumit, from which the light 
of science shines with clearest lustre. 


Active and earnest teachers, who are becoming more skillful and 
efficient, are needed in all the different departments of their work. 
Their example has awakened a new interest, and the demand for 
such teachers has increased. We have some such teachers in 
the primary schools. ‘They are instrumental in keeping them in a 
flourishing condition, so that they still furnish annual supplies to 
meet the demands of the higher schools. 


Teachers in thé primary schools have difficult work assigned to 
them. ‘They sow the seeds in the field that has had but little cul- 
tivation, where the springing plants. must be watched and cherish- 
ed with asseduous care ; but it is a work full of interest.

Mr. Tuttle is a member of Bates’ College, Lewiston, Me., and 
possesses attainments and capacity, which, with a little Normal 
instructions, may enable him to become a successful teacher. We 
have no record of the two weeks. 

Winter TERM.—Length, 6 weeks ; whole number of scholars, 
34; average attendance, 32 ; instances of tardiness, 19: of dismis- 
sion, 28. ‘Teacher, Miss Anna M. Seavey: wages per month, in- 
cluding board, $40. 

Under the care of the same teacher, who was well accredited 
for the Summer term, this school at the close of the term was 
found in a very prosperous state. In Higher Branches 13, Names 
on Roll of Honor 138. 

This school is to be prolonged several weeks by ptivate tuition. 


DISTRICT Nowe 


This district had three terms, making in the agregate, 21 weeks, 
during which the school was in operation, under the care of the 


same teacher, Mrs. P. L, Garland, who has had the experienc of a 


successful teacher, and while residing in this district, took the 


whole charge of the school, and received a number of pupils out — 


of the district, a part of them. 

The whole number of scholars within the limits of the district is 
6 ; average attendance, 5. Teacher, Mrs. P. L. Garland; wages 
per month, including board, $22.66. Mrs. Garland kept, we 
think, a good school for the district. She is skillful in her method 
of instructing young children, as well as the more advanced pupils. 
The progress of her school was very good. 


DISTRICT No. 11. 


SumMMER TERM.-—Length, 8 weeks : whole number of scholars, 25 : 
average attendance, 9: instances of tardiness, 9: of dismissions,15 


Teacher, Miss Ada A. Butler, wages per month, including board, 
$23. 
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Fatt AND Winrer Term.—Length, 14 weeks; whole num- 
ber of scholars, 26 ; average attendance, 22. Teacher, Miss Ada 
A. Butler; wages per month, including board, $23. 

During both the terms of this school Miss Butler performed the 
duty of the teacher with fidelity and good success. We found 
evidence that good instruction had been given to the reading class- 
es, and that in other branches very commendable progress had 
been made. By her constant care and unceasing toil to promote 
the best interests of her pupils, she sustained a loss of health, and 
found it necessary to leave the school before the close of the last 
term. 

Her place was supplied during the last two weeks by Miss Bes- 
sie L. Corson, and thus the term was brought to a prosperous close. 
Names on the Roll of Honor 8. 


DISTRICT No. 12.

Fatt Term.—Length, 7 weeks; whole number of scholars, 55 ; 
average attendance, 47 ; instances of tardiness, 16; of dismission, 
7. Teacher, Miss Fronie M. Tucker. 

In charge of this school Miss Tucker found work on her hands, 
that required prompt action. She perfomred it with dilligent care, 
and, we think, with some increasing interest to the close of the 
second term. ‘There was evidence of progress during both terms. 

WinTeR TERM.—Length, 7 weeks ; whole number of scholars, 
55 ; average attendance, 47 ; instances of tardiness, 14 ; of dismis- 
sion, 9. ‘Teacher, Mr. J. F. Hart; wages per month, including 
board, $48. 

Mr. Hart commenced his work in this school with his character- 
isticpromptness and energy. He awakened an interest that was 
sustained by constant effort,and that resulted in average good 
progress. Ina school, that contains so many classes, it is not 
possible for a teacher to devote as much attention to’a large num- 
ber of young scholars, as is essential to their very rapid advance- 
ment. 

One recitation in “Good Morals and Gentle Manners,” well 
prepared by aid of the teacher, with only one text book, added 
very mcuh to the interest of the closing examination. In Algebra 
6, Book-keeping 2. 

This school has been supplied during the year with a nice Globe 
and six outline Maps, by the generous liberality of the Prudential 
Committee, Mr. Charles H. Willey, at an expense of $19 00 
So as to prolong the Fall term of school two weeks, 12 00 
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To prolong the Winter term two weeks, 24 00 
In balancing his account, 5 16 


Whole amount given, $58 16 

Mr. Willey certainly receives the thanks of the Superintendant 
for such liberality in aid of the interests of education; the thanks 
too, we trust, of the whole district. This district will advance, in 
due time, to the rank of a graded school. 

Whole number of scholars in the schools during the year, 302; 
whole number of .boys, 162; whole number of girls, 140. ‘Eke 
amount raised, by town tax, for the schools, $1,067.50. The 
whole amount derived from other sources, and with this appropria- 
tion for the support of the schools, duirng the year, is $2,018.68. 
The amount appropriated for each scholar,$6,68. 

The National Series of Readers that have been jn use some six- 
teen years, as text books in our schools, was exchanged during the 
year, for the Franklin Series of Readers. ‘The exchange has been 
almost entire—it should be quite so. No matter if the minds 
of teachers are furnished like an Encyclopedia, with all the useful 
knowledge that can be obtained from all the text books, prepared 
for the difierent brariches of study in the schools, and from all the 
classics too ; but there is no agent, or prudential committee, or 
teacher, who has any right tu introduce new text books, still there 
is a change in the law. Perhaps your superintendant has been a 
little too linient in this matter. Forgive it, and let his successor 
become a little more arbitrary. We think that a new spelling book 
should be introduced soon. Lessons aie prepared for the younger 
classes in their readers, but we do not think it expedient to dis- 
pense with a good speller. | 

The average progress of the schools during the year, we think, 
has been good. We have had some excellent teachers, who have 
made a practical use of their good attainments, with active energy. 
All have manifested a desire to perform a useful service. 

The teacher’s work is regarded as increasing responsibility. It 
demands good endowments, and the best attainments. I have 
witnessed some results, and am assured that it is a work of indis- 
pensible importance. Were I to commence life anew, I would 
spare no pains in efforts to acquire useful knowledge, and in learn- 
ing the art of teaching and governing by the best methods. 1 say 
this both with reference to the teaching required in the schools, 
and to that teaching in which moral principals, and the system of 
revealed religion are inculcated more directly. Let all who can 
regard this work with sluggish indifference, and, all too, who seek 
to obtain from it a little temporary honor a little pecuniary profit 
only, stand aside ; but there will be a constant’ demand for good 
earnest teachers. 


A reference has been made to a text book on Good Morals and 
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: Gentle Manners. A copy of this book was put into the hands of 
teachers in all the schools, at the commencement of the year, with 
a design to aid teachers in performing some duties very lable to 
be neglected. We think it has been useful, and hope that it may 
continue to be made useful by successive teachers. There is need 
| of a renewed interest in communicating moral and religious in- 
struction. Of this we are assured by some of the best educators, 
including such authority as that of Professor Stowe, and _ the - dis- 
tinguished lecturers on Scientific and Religious subjects. Their 
testimony is. in brief, that ‘‘to leave the moral faculty uninstructed, 
is to leave the most important part of the human mind undevlop- 
ed.” The observation of passing event, confirms the same view, 
and also the necesity of a moral reform. There are no other agen- 
_ cies that can perform the work, assigned to teachers with so much 
hope of success. Jy far the larger part now in active service, are 
_ lady teachers, who have attained to the highest rank in some of 
» the best schools, and seminaries, and to responsible offices in 
boards of education. By their skillful work the demand of the 
age will be met. But who can make aright estimate of such a 
_ work. As I have made this last review of the schools, I have re- 
_ newed the recollection of some, who left the schools to perform a 
_ few brief acts in the drama of life, and so quickly passed away, 
and than, of others, who are now performing a useful part amid 
the scenes, and nobly sustaining the high hopes that were centered 
in them ; and again think of the youthful adventurers, that I have 
visited for the last time in their school houses, I have no words 
in which I may give utterance to the fervent desire that they may 
be wellinstructed, and thoroughly prepared for their earthly mis- 
sion, but I may be allowed a brief space for some reference to the 
dangers, and temptations that will beset their path, and to bespeak 
for them the good instruction of faithful teachers, and the coun- 
sels and good example of kind parents. Others, who were once 
_ in the schools, were as innocent, and as far from danger as they 
may seem to be at present, have been caught in the decietful 
snare, and have fallen. ‘The temperance agencies, are sometimes 
. successful i in restoring the fallen, but it is a difficult work, involv- 
ing much labor, and expense. 
‘Tt is better to check the beginnings of evil, and to resist the foe 
before he has gained the fort, 


These agencies have been successful in their efforts to check, 
‘the evils of intemperance, very recently in places not far distant, 
where fines have been imposed on keepers of saloons, and where 
x the man, who was engaged in the unlawful trafic, was induced to 

roll out his casks containing intoxicating liquors, a and pour their 
contents into the gutter: The bands of heroic w omen, that have 
yerformed such a ‘signal service inthe cause of temperance, and 
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who seem ready on every emergency to hasten to the scenery of 
danger, have been reanimated by the influence of a noble exam- 

ple that has come down from the White House, at Washington.— 

It is, we think, through the influence of such bands, that one hun- 

dred schools in an adjoining state have enjoyed the benefits of a 

temperance lecture during the past year, and that in seventy-nine 
other schools, a temperance society was organized, in each, on 

the plan of total abstinance. ‘There is still need of just such faith- 

ful work in every direction. It is stated in a very recent report of 
the condition of things at Chicago, that there are 30,000 boys and 
girls in that city, who are accustomed to get liquor at the saloons ; 

and that 12,000 or 13,000 of that number are sabbath school 

scholars. A sister who had watched over a brother all night, lest 

he die ; and a widowed mother, who sought protection for her son, 

and was pushed into the gutter by the saloon keeper, went to the 

Temperance League and got fines imposed on such men; and in 

the progress of their work, it was found that the number of juve- 

nile arrests had been dimsnished by 2,000. They have settled the 

conclusion that the liquor trafic is thoroughly evil. It is so every- 

where —an evil that must be resisted by all proper and effectual 

means. It is thought that the railroad men honored their good 

mothers, when they testified that ‘‘their mothers never misplaced 

a switch,” and, we think, that a distinguished clergyman did as 

truly honor a good mother, in relating an incident of his boyhood. 

He says that in the region where he lived, the use Of intoxicating 
liquors was common, and when the company of his grand-father 

had taken their drink, he was induced, by curiosity, to drain the 

glasses, just to see how it tasted. He adds, ““My good and Godly 

mother, who hated the sight of the bottle. discovered my prank, 

and administered such:a ‘dose of the rod’ as would have satisfied 

Soloman himself. He never forgot that floggin, or the attendant 

lecture on the mischiefs, and danger of ever touching a drop of 
intoxicating drink, and that when a temperance society was forni- 

ed, he signed the pledge of total abstinance, and has adherd to it 

to the present day.”’ In this manner he was sz2tched off from the 

“Black Valley Ratlroad”’ on to the Total Abstinance Line. 


It is suggested in the conclusion, that a good many boys who 
are dallying with cigars, and beer, and cider, would be greatly bene- 
fited by similar treatments. , 

We think, that in maintaining good discipline, teachers and 
parents should depend very much on kindness, and moral suasion, — 
but we would never have their right to inflict punishment abolish- 
ed. It is sometimes needed. We have had some good instruc- - 
tors, and need more, enforced by the example of teachers and 
parents—such examples as shall carry the conviction to youthful 
minds, that in assuring a spirit of insubordination, or, a premature 
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independance, they will add nothing to the worth of character. 
The example of the teacher who indulges in the use of narcoties is 
moved. It influences others ‘to set up for themselves’’ disre- 
garding good counsel. The keeping a saloon open for the sale 
of intoxicating drinks, is like the opening of the famed Pandoras 
box, from which issues all manner of pestilential evils. It is main- 
tained by good authorities that the amount of intoxicating liquors 
consumed in the United States, involved an annual expense of 
$700,000,000. Add to this 60,000, or more, lives of drunkards 
sacrificed, and on incalcuable amount of crime and suffering ; and 
who, that ponders on the estimate, must not feel that all sorts of 
appliances should be made to youthful minds, in communicating 
the instruction that may effectually arm them against a deceitful 
and deadly foe ? 

The basis of all good instruction is contained in the bible. We 
have ‘continued to watch the wicked devices, in waich an attempt 
has been made to thrust that bible out of the schools, and that 
has been encouraged by the partiat! compromise of some: protes- 
tants that foe, with strange arrogancy, is still persistant; but we 
trust, that no jesuitical artifier will be suffered to prevail. The bi- 
ble predicts the ruin of such a foe. Wehave been exceedingly in- 
terested in the views that may be found in the prelude to one of 
the best lectures of Rev. J. Cook, the distinguished lecturer on 
subjects of science and religion. He thinks that if Secularism, or, 
Romanism should thrust out the bible, it would have to be restor- 
ed. He sustains this view by historical facts. Infidelity in Ger- 
many rejected the bible, but after a conflict of more than half a 
centuary, it was restored to the schools of Germiny. He suggests 
that the American people will never sufferthe bible to he thrust 
out of their schools. We will give credit to the opinion of a wise 
man ; but if the bible, and all the blessings that are confered by 
our system of free schools, are to be preserved, it will be at the 
same price by which civil liberty is preserved. Such conditions 
will be met. The order of the Heavens cannot be changed. The 
promise of blessings cannot fail. We will not predict disaster and 
ruin, like those who take the gloomy part of observation for their 
out-look, and see only dark shades and unmitigated evils in the 
scenes that are passing before them. Amid all the evil surmisings, 
and recreancy of an ungreatful race, there is, we are assured 
progress in the right direction, The great enterprise, which in- 
spires hope for the depressed, and perishing millions, will be sus- 
tained by forces, that will vanquish the power of evil. The schools 
and the ordinances of religion are the factors in the work by which 
this enterprise is so successfully advancing. 


The schools are held responsible for an important service, and 
‘should be made more effective in their operations by all the means 
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that can be provided for their benefit, but the ordinances of relig- 
ion are absolutely essential to their greatest prosperity. 

The inestimable blessings they confer are not showered upon us 
from heaven, like the rain and the dew, that we may receive 
whether we will be thankful for them or not. ‘They must be sus- 
tained, or they will be forfeited. Communities where these ordi- 
nances are habitually neglected, soon bear marks of decay, and 
the interest of education are but partially sustained, and destitute 
of the vital elements. All the wealth that is amassed in the neg- 
lect of christian ordinances, is so scattered and found’ to be worth- 
less as the chaff that flies before the wind. 

Religious ordinances of worship have been sustained with some 
increasing interest in the different sections of our town during the 
year ; but there is still a large proportion of citizens and families 
that under value such blessings, and treat them with cold neglect. 
It is an ungreatful neglect for these ordinences have always,and do 
still, confer blessings of priceless value. 

If all the parents and citizens would have the schools advance 
in greater prosperity so that their sons and daughters may become 
polished ornaments of the palace that is destined to be complete, 
they must pay a more general and consistent regard to sabbath 
worship, but I do not forget that all have personal interests involvy- 
ed in the observances. ‘The attention of all ought to be arrested 
by this strange lees. -It has had a contagious influence, and is in 
danger of setting into a confirmed lethargy. ‘The most honorable 
citizens as truly as the most lowly ; the aged as well as the young, 
all do need the instruction which the Gospel communicates. It 
is still the power of God, unto the salvation of all, who believes. 

By attending to its messeges of mercy, in which it proffers bles- 
sings so freely, all, who will, may secure the support and the con- 
. solations they will soon so much need, amid the scenes that will 
become their entrance to an illumitable state of existance. Let 
then, not only the schools, for which I have attempted to nego- 
ciate be well cared for, but sustain the institutions of the Gospel. 
Its mighty power is needed to give vitality to the instruction of the 
schools and to renovate human hearts. 

Let this duty be performed with enlarged liberality, and increas- 
ing fidelity, and you will become successful ;n bequeathing bless- 
ings to children’s children, that shall continue to accumulate in 
their value.
